THE EAST PUNJAB ANIMAL CONTAGIOUS DISEASES ACT, 1948 

East PUNJAR ACT No . XLVII OF 1948 
Received the assent of His Excellency the Governor of East Punjab on the 15th 

of November, 1948, und was first published for general information in the 
Government Gazette , Extraordinary , dated the 20th Novenber , 1948 . ] 
An Act to provide for the prevention and control of contagurus diseases affecting 

animals 
WHERZAS it is expediont to provide for tho p evention and coutrol of conta . 
ious discasos affecting animals , it is hereby enacted as follows : 

CHAPTER I - PRELIMINARY, 
1 . Short title , extent and commencement.- - ( 1 ) This Act may be called the East 
unjab Animal Contagious Diseu ew Act, 1948 , 
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(2 ) It extends to the whole of Bilaspur State . 

( 3 ) This section shall come into force ut once and the Chif Combi- gimn m 
by notification bring the rest of the Act, o any part of it , into force in the State or 
any aren in the Stic on such late and for such period as may be specified in th 
notifiicution . 

2. Pour ; tortempt array froin the provisions of this Act .- -Notwithstanding an 
thing contuined in section 1 , the Chio " Cuinis sivilo , may by votificatioji exempt a 
arca from any or all of the provisions of this Act , or direct thai any provision of ti 
Act shall apply to nny rea with such modifications us may be specified . 

3 . Definilions.- - In this Act , unless there is anything repugnant in the subje 
or contex 
(a ) animul means any domesticated animal o , bird , or any animal or 

kept in confinement ; 
(1 ) fan infertive animal in one which is affected with a scholulod since 

w : 114410cnly hond in e ineu with or in cho4 proximity in it 

Dxlun affocted ;

4 . Scheduled Diseases.- - The diseases spocified in the Schedule in Appen 
I shall in the first instance be scheduled diseases for the purpose of this Aot, but 
Chief Commissioner may , by notification 

(a ) delete any entry from the Schedule , or 
(6 ) include in tho Schedule any communicable disease of animals to wł 

it is expedient in his opinion that the provisions of this Act should ap ) 
5 . Veterinary Surgeons . - ( 1) The Chief Commissioner may either by name 
designation appoint any pe -son holding the office of Veterinary Assistant or Vo 
nary Assistant Surgeon , or any graduato of a rocognised veterinary college wł 
ho thinks fit to be a Veterinary Surgeon for the purposes of this Act, and may de 
the area within which he shall exorcise the powerp and perform the duties of a Vei 
nary Surgeon under this Act . 

(2 ) A Veterinary Surgeon shall have all the powers of an Inspector under 
Act , and may exercise such powera conourrontly with his powers as Veterinary 
geon . 

6 . Inspectors .- - The Chirf Commissioner may either by name or designa 
appoint any porson he thinks fit to be an Inspector for any or all of the purpose 
this Act , and may define the area witluin which he shall exercise the powe sand 
form the duties incidental to such purposes . 

7 . Status of Veterinary Surgeons and Inspectora. - Any person appointed u 
section 5 or section 6 shall be deemed to be a public servant within the meani 
section 21 of the Indian Ponal Code , (Act XIV 1860 ) . 

8 . Powers of Inspectors. - An Inspoctor may , subject to any rules made in 
behalf by the Chiof Commissioner , enter and inspect any land or building or o 
place or any vessel or vehicle , for the purpose of oxercising the poweis or porf 
ing the duties conferred and imposod on him by or undor this Act . 


CHAPTER II.- - THE CONTROL OF DISHASE 
8 . Powers to regulate inter - provincial trade and to control transport of animals 
things which may spread diseases. - ( 1) The Chief Commissioner for the purj 
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of preventing the outbroak or spread of any scheduled disease ,may, by notification 
prohibit or rogulato in such manner and to such extent as he may think fit , 
(a ) the bringing or taking into the Stato of Bilaspur or any specitied place 

therein of any animals , alive or dead or of any parts of animals, or 
of any kind of fodder, bedding or other thing which may , in his opinion 

CA ry infection ; 
(6 ) the removal from any specified pust of the State of Bilaspur of any such 

animals, parts of animals , or things . 
(2 ) The Chief Commissioner may, by notification , specify tho scason or seasons 
during which and the route or routes by which animals may bo impo ted into the 
State and no person shall impo t Animals into tho State otorwise than during the 
geason and by the routo so appointed . 

(3 ) The Chief Commissioner may establish quurantine stations for the inspootion 
und detention of such anim , lo zlong the routo appointed under sub - section ( 2 ). 

(4 ) The period of detention of animals at a quarantino station for the purpose of 
inspection , vaccination , if necessary , inarking and issuing of a pormit for the release 
of animals from the station shall be such as may bo proscribed by tho Chief Com 
missioner . 

(5 ) The animals so detained shall remain undor the care of the person incharge 
who shall be responsiblo for their feeding and upkeep and for the payment of fee 
for their vaccination and marking as may be prescribed by the Chiof Commissioner , 

10 . Power to control the holding of markets , fairs, etc . — The Chief Commissioner 
for the purpose of proventing tho outbreak or spread of any scheduled discano , may , 
by notification , prohibit or regul: to in such mannor and to such extent as it may 
think fit , tho holding of vnimal markets , animal fairs , animal exhibitions or other con 
centration of animal in any specific area , 

11. Power lo control traffic in infective animals. — The Chief Commissioner may 
by regulations probibit or limit the salo of or other traffic in infoetivo animals , 
or in the carcasses of animals which at the time of their death woro infectivo or in 
any parts of auch aniinals , or litter, feeding utensils or other things which may carry 
infootion . 

12 . Cleansing and disinfection of vessels and vehiclc1. - ( 1) Every rossol or vehicle 
used by a common ( Arrior for the transport of animals shall bo cleanseland clisin . 
fected poriodically in Auch manner is the Chief Commissionor may by regulations 
prescribo . 

(2 ) The Chiof Commissioner muy appoint places , whero an Inspector nay 
" detain and ins ; ect any such vesnel or vehicle und , if it is not in a gunitary condition , 
I the Inspector may require it to be cleansed and disinfected in tho mannor prescribed 
within such time as he may appoint, 

(3 ) If such vossel or velicle is not so cleansed and disinfocted within the ap . 
pointed time tho Inapoctor nay cause it to be cleansed and disinfected at the expense 
of ite owner. 

(4 ) This section shall not apply to tho rolling stock of any railway or ally aircr .ft . 

13 . Duly of certain persons to report scheduled disease. Every owner or Lorson in 
charge or every pe gon bringing into the State of Bilaspur and every voterinary 
practitionor who has been callod to treat, an animal which he has reason to believe to 
be infoetive shall fouthwith roport the fact to the Inspector exercising powers in the 
area . 

14 . Power of Veterinary Surgeon to hold post-mortem . Subject to such rulos 
as may be made in this behalf by the Chief Commissioner , tho Votorinary Surgeon 
may make or caulso to bo made a post-mo: tem examination of any animal which at 
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the time of its death was infoctivo , or is suspected to havo beon then infective , and 
for this purpose he may cause the carcass of any such animal to be exhumod . 

15 . Power to isolate infective animals. - ( 1 ) Where an Inspootor has reason to 
believo that any aminal is infective ho may , by order in writing, direct the owner 
or person in charge of sucli animal to keep it where it is for the time being or to re 
move it or allow it to be removed to such place of isolution or segregation and within 
such period as may be specified in the order : 

Provided that where thoro is no pe son in charge of the animal, and the owner 
le unknown or the order cannot be communicated to him without undue dely or the 
person in charge of the animal refusce to do as ordered above tho Inapootor muy seize 
the animal and remove it to a place of isolation or aegrogation . 

(2) The Inspector shall forthwith report overy order of seizure under this yeotion 
to the Veterinary Surycon . 

16 . Examination by the Veterinary Surgeon . — On receipt of a roport under 
Qub - section ( 2 ) of section 15 tlie Votorinary Surgoon shall examine the animals as 
soon as possiblo and may lso examino all animals which it has been in contaot with 
or in clogo proximity to , and for this purposo may submit any Animal to any test . 
which the Cliof Commissioner may by regulations prescribe in this bchalf. 

17 . Action after examination by the Veterinary Surgeon . - ( 1) If , after such exa 
mination the Veterina y Surgeon is of opinion thut any animal is not infective, the 
Inspootor shall forth with return it to the p : son who in his opinion is entitled to pog . 
session of it : 

Providel that where guel person cannot without indue inconvenienco be found ; 
the Inspector shall send the animal to the nearest cattle - pound , or deal with it in 
such other manner us the Chief Commissioner muy by rules prescribe in this bohalf . 

(2 ) If after such examination , the Vetorinary Surgcon cortifies in writing that 
any animal is affocted with a schocluled disease , the animal shull bo doalt with in 
guch other majinor is the Chief Cornminnioner may by rules prescribe in this bohalf . 

(3 ) If, after such examination , the Vetorinary Surgeon certifies that the animal 
is infective though not diseanod , the animal shall be dealt with in such manner as the 
Chief Commissioner may, by rule, prescribe in this behalf. 

18 . Compensation for animals destroyed .- - Compensation may be paid to 
the owner of an animal if destroyed under section 17 , and such compensation shall 
be determined in accordance with rules to be made in this behalf by the Chief Com . 
missioner : 

Provided that , 
(i) no compensation shall be paid to any person1 convicted of any offence 

punishable under this Act, committed in respoct of such animal ; 
( ii) no compensation shall be paid in respect of any animal whichi , when it 

Was brought into the State of Bilaspur Was affected with the disease 

on account of which it was destroyed . 
19 . Power to require disinfection of infected premises, vessels or vehicles . — ( 1 ) Sub 
ject to rules to be made in this behalf by the Chief Cammissioner , tho Vote inary 
Surgeon may, by order al writing, require the owner, occupier or person in charge of 
any building , yaril, 1448l or vehicle in which there has boel en infective animal to 
havo such building , yurl, Vel or vehicle dizinfected , and the internal fittings 
thereof inil other things found theroin or near therejo ho clisinfected or dostroyed 
in such a manner and to such extent us may be spocificd in the orrlor. 

(2 ) Subject as aforosaid , if such owner , occupier or person fails to comply with 
the requirements of such order withii a raisonable timo, the Inspector may cause 
su lı building , yard , vossel or vehicle to be disinfec tod , and the intornal fittings and 
other things to be disinfected or destroyed at tho oxpense of the owner . 
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20 . Declaration of private infected placey. - ( 1 ) If the Inspector has reason to 
beliove that there is an infective animal in any field , yard or building in which ani. 
mals are kept, temporarily or otherwise , he shall at once by order in writing , declare 
the place to be an infected place and shall deliver a copy of tho order to the owner , 
occupier or person in charge of the place and report his action to the Voterinary 
Suryoon . 

(2 ) This faction shall not apply to any place owned by or under the control or 
managoment of any local authority or railway administration or to any airfield 
where animals are temporarily kept for sale, exhibition or in transit . 

21. Examination of infected place by Veterinary Surgeon . - ( 1 ) The Veterinary 
Surgeon shall , us soon as possiblo , examine the infected place and the Animals kept 
thorein , and may cancel or confirm the order of the Inspector. 

(2) If he confirms the order he may causo notice to be servod on tho owners , 
occupiera or persons in charye of all places in which Animals are kept tomporarily 
or otherwise , within a radius not exceeding one mile froin the infected placo, de 
claring such places to be infected places. 

The Veterinary Surgeon shall furthuilli report his action under this sub -Rection 
to the authority prescribed by the Chief ( m ioner in this behalf. 

22 . Declaration of public int ricd plures - --( 1) Where the Veterinary Surgeon 
has reason to believe that infectire animals are or have been in any place owned , 
contiolled or munagod by any local authority , or railway administration or aircraft 
company where animals are temporarily kept for purposes of walo, transit or ex . 
hibition , he may, by order in writing , dcclaro quch place to be an infected place . 

(2 ) The Veterinary Surgeon shall cause a copy of such order , in the vernacular 
of the locality , to be exhibited prominently in the infuotod place , and ho shall cloliver 
copies at the office of the local authority or to the neurost station master of the railway 
administration , or to the officer - in -charge of the airfield on the case may bo and shall 
also send a copy to the nearest polico station : and ho shall report his action forthwith 
to ; he authority prescribed by the Chief Commissioner in this behalf . 

23. Declaration of infected areas by the Chief Commissioner . - ( 1 ) On receipt of 
the report of the Veterinary Surgeon under sub -section (2 ) of section 21 or under 
eub -section ( 2 ) of section 22 and after such further enquiry , if any as he may think 
fit, the Chief Commissioner 

(a ) may cancel any declaration made under sections 20 , 21 or 22 , or 

(b ) may confirm such declaration either with or without modifications , 

(2 ) Where the Chief Commissioner cancels any declaration , the Inspector shall 
give notice of the cancellation to all pornus to whom copies of such declaration 
were delivered or on whom notices of such declaration were served 

(3 ) Where the Chief Commissioner confirms such doclarution other with or 
without modifications the ( hiof ( ominissioner shull , by notifiration defining the 
limits of tho Aren to which the notification shall apply , quclure auch are to bo an 
infected arca , 

(4 ) On the inhve of such notification any pluco declared by the Inspector or 
Veterinary Surgeon to be an iufected place and not includod in the infectod areu 80 
defined shall cease to be an infocted place, and the Inspector shall give notice 
accordingly to the owner , occupie , or person in large of such plilcc . 

(5 ) The Inspector shull cause to boxhibitod in omo prominent place in the 
infected area and in the vernacular of tho area , t copy of the notification under 
Bub -section ( 3 ), ant shall also cause to be so exhibited it copy of any nub : oquent 
notification adding to , amending , varying or rescinding quch notification . 

24 . Removal of animals and other things from infected areas or places. — (1) No 
Fiscn : all 101 ( f ( ( liy inficted ] ( A cr place any aninal, ceed ( I alive, or 
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any part of an animal, or any fodder , bolding or other thing uso in connection 
with animals, save in accordance with the conditions of a licence grantod by the 
Inspector . com 

(2 ) Nothing in this section shall prevent the transit by railway through an in 
footed area or place of any animal or thing : 

Provided that where any animal or other thing described in sub - section ( 1 ) 
hile in transit through an infocted aroa or plano is unloaded therein it shall not be 
emoved therefrom save in accordanco with sub - section ( 1 ). 

25 . Power to return animals , etc. to infected area.9. - Whore any animal or thing 
( removed from an infocted area, or placo otherwise than in accordance with a 
cenco granted under soction 24 , any Inspector or police officor may roquire the 
owner or person in charge of such animal or thing to taturn it to quch area or placo , 
and if the owner or person in charge fails o do so within a reasonable time, may 
caugo it to be returned at the expense of the owner without further delny : 

Providod that nothing in this section shall affect the powers of an Inspector 
under section 15 to deal with infective animals . 

26 . Time for complying with and enforcement of orders.- -Where by any notice 
requisition , or ordor under this Act or under any notifiration or rulo i9sued thereundor 
any person is required to take any menyures or to do anything in rospect of any 
property owned or oooupied by him or in hių charge , il rougonable time shall be

29 . Penalty for keeping or yrazing infective animal in unenclosed land .-- Whoever 
keeps or grazes in or on any forest , cpen field , roadside, or other unenclosed land to 
which other persons have a right to access for their animals , any animal which he 
knows to be infective shall be punishable with fine which may extend in the case 
of a first conviction to one hundred rupees or in the case of a second or subsequent 
conviction to five hundred rupces . 

30 . Penalty for bringing infectire unimalto murhit.- Whoever brings or attempts 
to bring into any market, fair , exhibition or other concentration of animals any ani 
mals which he knows to be infective shall be punishable with fine which may extend 
in the case of a first conviction to one hundlied rupees or in the case of a second or 
subsequent conviction to five hundred 11 i les 

31 . Penalty for placing carcass of infective aninul in riter. Whoever places · 
or causes or permits to be placed , in any river canal, or other water , the carcass or 
part of the carcass of any animal which at the time of its death was infective or which 
has been destroyed as being infective or suspected of being infective shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a terni which may extend to six months or with fine which 
may extend in the case of a first conviction to one hundred rupees or in the case of 
second or subsequent conviction to five hundreri rupees or with both imprisonment 
and fine . 

32 . Penalty for disinterring carcasa of 118cased animal. - Whocrer without 
lawful authority , disinters or causes to be disintered the carcass vi i alt of the 
carcass of any animal which at the time of its death was infective or which has been 
destroyed as being infectire or suspected of being infective shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend in the case of first conviction to one hundred rupees or in 
the case of a second or subse quent conviction to five hundred rupees . 

33. Penalty for malicious and vexatious entry of seizure by Inspector .- - ( 1 ) Whoever 
being an inspectoi maliciously and vexatiously enters or inspects any land or build . 
ing or other place or any vessel or vehicle or seizes or detains any animal, shall be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months or with 
fine which may extend to live hundred rupees , or with both . 

( *) No prosecution under this section shall be instituted after the expiry of one 
month from the date on which the offence is alleged to lie ve been committed .

AWARD 


This case supposed to be under Section 33 and 33A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act , 1947 arises out of Reference Nos . 1 and 2 of 1951 of this Tribunal. A letter 
was received from the Secretary , U . P . Insurance Employees Association , Kanpur, 
dated 21st March 1951 along with two letters one froin Shri P . K .Raha and the other 
from Shri V . Saldanha . The case was taken up on 2nd July 1951 in which the Free 
India General Insurance Co . Ltd . was represented by Shri P . N . Gupta , Establish 
ment Superintendent, Shri P . K . Raha appeared personally but Shri V . Saldanha 
did not appear nor did any body pear on behalf of the Union to represent his 
case . Shri V . Saldanha and the Union contented themselves by submitting a 
written argument. 

2 . I shall take up the case of Shri V . Saldanha first . He says that he was an 
employee of the Free India General Insurance ( o . Ltd . Kanpur , from 18th April 
1947 upto the Uth of July 1919 , on which date he resigned and there was a dispute 
between the coinpany and the employees in 1948 and when that dispute was re 
ferred to a Tribunal in the beginning of 1949 it sanctioned an increase in Dear Food 
Allowance with effect from 1- 1- 1949 . He clainos that the arrears of D . F . A . allowed 
by the Tribunal should be paid to him . He says that he applied to the com 
pany but the company replied that as he was not in service of the company on the 
date of publication of the award (31- 12 - 1919 ) they were not prepared to pay any. 
thing . He also claims 30 days privilege leave due to him and the company s con 
tribution to his Provident Fund to which he is fully entitled because be says that it 
was due to the harassment of the company that he was forced to resign). Shri 
Gupta appearing for the company has given some details and showerl me relevant 
papers in support thereof. Shri Saldanha was originally appointed as Marine clerk 
when the company was under -writing country craft insurance business . The com 
pany suffered Jose in this type of business and therefore the company deputed Shri 
Saldanha to the accident insurance along with marine insurance. On 13th October 
1948 Shri Saldanha applied for leave and continued on leave upto 25th November 
1948 . During the period of leave the work that was being carried on hr him was 
divided between two persons . Shri Desraj was deputed to do the accident and the 
marine work was given to the Superintendent of the department. On Shri Sal. 
danha s return from leave he was looking after the marine work . In May 1949 
Shri Desraj who was in charge of accidents resigned as he got a job under the Uttar 
Pradesh Government. His work was transferred to Shri Saldanha but he refused 
this work and iusisted upon doing only Marine work . On his persistent refusal tr . 
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- accept work he was dismissed on 29th May 1949 but on the intervention of the Re 
gional Labour Commissioner, Kanpur, he was taken back on a recluced salary , the 
reduction was to the extent of Rs. 50 per month for six months. He was 
reinstated on 29th June 1949 . But on 11th July 1949 he submitted his resigna 
tion giving 30 days notice . He was mentioned as one of the persons victimised 
by the company before Shri F . Jeejeebhoy s adjudication where Shri Saldanha s 
case was dealt with under issue No. 3 which runs as follows:- - 
" Issue No. 3 is therefore answered in the sense that the persons named therein 

did not suffer from any unfair labour practice or victimisation " . 
3. So far as the D . F .A . is concerned it is said that the dispute arose in August 
1949 and Shri Saldanha had resigned on 11th July 1949 and the Notification of the 
Government in which the D . F .A . was mentioned is dated 13th August 1949 and 
the award of Shri Jeejeebhoy was in this case . This aspect of the case about D . F . A . 
is not covered by Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 . Then comes the 
case of the payment of company s share of the provident fund . The administra 
tion of the provident fund is not in the hands of the company . It is administered 
hy the trustees and there is a set of rules which have been shown to me and it is 
known as “ Provident Fund Rules and Pass Book ” of the company. Rule 23 
( ii ) ( a ) is important which runs as follows: 
" 23 . Subject to the provisions hereinbefore contained the amount standing 

to the credit of any member shall be payable to him on the day he 
( eases to be an employee of the company according to the following 

rules: 
(i ) In respect of the personal subscription the total amount of his personal 

subscription with interest thereon . 
lii) In respect of the company s contribution and interest thereon the 

following rules shall apply :- - 
(v ) If he has served the company for a period of less than 7 years , he 

shall not be entitled to any portion of the same" , 
1 . Shri Saldanha s complaint is not about his share of the Provident Fund 
but he claims the company s share of the Provident Fund . I do not see , how , so 
long as the above mentioner! Provident Fund rule is there , the company can be 
asked to give their contribution towards the provident fund in his case , because he 
joiner on 18th April 1947 and resigned on 11th July 1949 giving one month s 
notice . 

5 . So far as the privilege leave pay is concerned one has to look to the Service 
fonduct Rules of the company. A person who has resigned is not entitled to pri 
vilege leare . Reference may be made to Rule 18 (a ) of the Service Conduct 
Rules of the company . I am afraid no relief can be granted to Shri Saldanha on 
the materials before me. 

6 . It may be mentioned that Reference No. 1 of 1951 was pending from 21- 12 - 1950 
to 16 - 4 - 1951 and Reference No . 2 of 1951 from 29 - 1 - 1951 to 16 - 5 -1951. The awards 
were despatched to the appropriate Government on 5 - 5 - 1951 . 

7 . So far as the case of Shri P . K . Raha is concerned it appears that he was 
assistant to the accounts clerk in the ( alcutta Branch . He joiner service on Ist 
November 1947 and he was suspended on 17th March 1951. He says that he cloes 
not know whether he has been discharged or dismissed and he was still in the dark 
als no final orders have been passed and evidently the order of suspension con 
tinues . On 19th March 1951 he had submitted what he calls an erplanation to 
the Calcutta Branch and on the same date the copy of it was sent to this Tribunal . 
On 20th March 1951 a letter was sent hy the Head Office to Shri Raha. He sent 
a letter (lated 28th March in reply to the company s letter dated 2017 March . Then 
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on receipt of a letter from the Tribunal he sent a letter dated 7th June 1951 . He 
says he has not heard anything from the company after this oriler of suspension , 
He was getting Rs . Jo hasic pay and Rs . 30 as Dearness Allowance when he was 
suspenrled . The charges against him were carelessness , yross - inisconduct and clis 
obedience of instructions. His duty was to prepare daily premium report . He 
was filling in the daily premium report without looking into the hook fur figures 
In the daily report dated 13th March 1951 he mentioned that the incoming re -in 
surance premium upto 13th March 1951 was Rs. 20 ,647 - 11 -0 while in the clails 
premium report of lth March he has mentioned that the incoming re -insurance 
premiums was Rs. 4 , 453 - 1 - 0) only . The Branch Manager on eing this serious 
mistake askerl Shiri Raha to submit an explanation for his uegligence . He refused 
to give any explanation and the Branch Vanager therefore - llojeniled hun in the 
interest of discipline . At this stage I may mention the ( ant reported in L . L . J. 
May 1951 at pagra £91 where it has been pointert out what the effect of an order 
of “ suspension is in connection with cases uncler Section 331 of the Inrlustrial 
Disputes Act 1947 . It appears , however , th : t illl orler of clismissal was passer un 
12th May 1951 (Ex F of the company s statement and it was ildtressed to Shri 
Raha and a copy of the same was sent to the Branch Mariager, Calcutta . The 
dismissal was tu take effect from the date of suspension . 

8 . The awards as I have mentioned above were published on 16th May 1951 
in the Gazette of Inclia . Therefore this orrler of dismissal of the company comes 
within the purview of Section 33A of the Inilustrial Divputey Act 1947 as it stabilis 
Shri Raha is entitler! to relief under this section . But it appears that just now 
lie is working in the Industries Department of the West Bengal Government as a 
clerk - typist and thrre he is getting Rs. 55 basic pay and Rs. 3.3 is learness allowance. 
When I suggesteel it sort of compromise that he should express regret for the nuistakt 

lone hy him and the company shoull take hiin bck , he pas very unulliuy to 1" }]] - 
tinue his service with the company. So the questio ? of reinstatement in liis riist 
does not arise . But he is entitled to some compensation for his dismisal luring 
the pendency (of the Reference before the Tribunal. I would therefore or ler that 
the order of dismissal be set aside but I would not pass in order of reinstatement 
in the circumstances of the case . He should however get half pay for the period 
of suspension (it. from 17 - 3 - 1951 to 12 - 7- 1951 ) anı liis share of provident fund 
should be given to him . He should be paid within il month of the pulslication of 
this award . 

9 . I may mention that in the course of the argument this question of disminyal 
was not mentioned by any of the partie but Ex. F of the commanr reply to the 
Tribunal s notice shows distinctly that he was elismisserily in order of the company 
dated 12th May 1951. 

10 . The company may have beri justifieri in slapendling him for lus gros 
mistake in writiny out false account anıl for his neck;uppilpont tune in giving his ex 
planation but the company is not justified in li- ni-siny him during the pen . lercy of 
the References 1 and 2 of 1951 before this Tribunal without the pierruission of this 
Tribunal. 

I therefore give my award in terms afuresai.l.

By a Notitiration No. LR . + ( 182), cated 3r1 April 1951 the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Lahour, referrert to this Tribunal the dispute between Chanch 
Chirkunda ( nal Vikers Union anii the management of Laikdih Teen ( olliers 
in respect of tui peritia matters namely whether the dismissals of Nu Sachin 
Mukherjee and Rouhubar Prasad were cases of victimisation and if so whether ther . 
should be reinstated in their former employment. 

2 . The usual notices were issued to the parties to submit their respective state 
ment of claim . The written statement of the Union was receiveri on 10th May 
1951 and the statement in reply theretn by the management was received on 1st 
June 19.31. The case was taken up on 20th Jue 1951, 21st June and 22nd June 
and the heariny cuncluded on the last date . 

3 . The case for the Union is that Shri Sachin Mukherjee and Shri Raghubar 
Prasad who were Assistant Secretary and Vice - President respectively of the Union 
were working a - Lanıp Cabin Clerks of Laikilih Deep Colliery at Laikdih . That 
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they came to be in the bad books of the management on account of their union 
activities. That on account of various grievances of the labourers they approached 
the authorities of the colliery in a peaceful procession to represent the grievances 
con 6th September 1918 . The management did not like this . On the same date 
the management wrote a letter to the President of the Union making certain allega 
tions about the rowdy conduct of Sachin Mukherjee and Raghubar Prasad . Natu . 
rally the Union suggested that the allegations made in that letter were not correct . 
That on 7th September 1948 a charge -sheet was submitted against Sachin Mukherjee 
and Raghubar Prasad to show cause why disciplinary action should not be taken 
against them . That a reply was given by these employees but in spite of that 
these two workers were suspended from scrvice by letter of the management dated 
11th September 1918 . That letter however contains a passage to which the Union 
makes reference and that passage is : 
• The c. se will be referred to the appropriate government authorities for 

investigation and decision . If the case is decided in favour of the 

clerks in question they will be paid for the period of suspension .” 
This is Appendix A of the Union s statement. That the management dis 
i missed Sachin Mukherjee and Raghubar Prasad by its letter dated 8th November 

1948 addressed to them . This letter is Appendix B to the Union s written state . 
ment. The Union says that these two persons wo e victimised on account of Union 
activities and therefore they should be reinstated with full pay from the period of 
suspension to the time of rei::statement. Reference has also been made to the Union s 
letter dated 26th September 1948 (Ex. 1 (b )] and the 3rd October 1948 to the Regional 
Labour Commissioner ( C ), Ex. 1 (C ).] 


4 . We get somemore materials from the statement files on behalf of the manive 
ment . The manayement deny that the two workers Sachin and Raghubar were 
in the bart books of the management simply because they worked for the Union 
or took part in the discussions concerning the workers of the company on behalf 
of the Union . They deny that they were anxious to discharge these two workmen 
on account of their Union activities. They further throw light on the question as 
to why this incident took place on 6th September 1948 . The management says 
that in June 1918 a proposal was made to introduce identity discs to underground 
piece -rated workers against which lamps should be issued to such workers before 
going down the mine. They asked the Union to co -operate in this matter . In 
troduction of this system was necessary to comply with the Mines Act and Rules 
and Regulations and also to facilitate the recording of individual earnings of workers . 
In July 1918 as a result of certain discussions instructions were given for the issue 
of discs to mine workers for their identification at the time of issue of lamps who 
are going underground . Time and wage sheets were also introduced at this time. 
But in August 1948 Sachin and Raghubar refused to write up time and wage sheets 
for piece- rated unclerground workers as required in connection with the Coalmines 
Bonus Scheme. Ther the management give us the events as they occurred on the 
morning of 6th September 1918 . They say that on that dat , Sachin and Raghubar 
incited and led a rowdy procession in the coinpany s premises shouting various 
slogans including abuses against the members of the management anrl the Agent 
in particular. They led the procession to the Manager s office and incited the men 
to throw away the discs . Some were thrown at the Agent. Although the workers 
were warned that lainps would not be issued without the production of the rises 
the workers took no heed and they were assurerl by Raghubar and Sachin that 
lamps would be inade available to them . Then at the instigation and unrler the 
lead of Suchin and Righubar the workers in a body forcerl the door of the lamp room 
and intimidater lanıp clerks to issue lamps without any identification . Sachin 
and Raghubar acterl in a manner subversive to all discipline ind rules . They 
deny the allegations of the Union that the worker ; hul one in a Pueful proces 
sion to have certain of their grievarices redressel. The company als ) slys that th 
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incidents mentioned in the charge-sheet are correct . Although the said two work 
men purported to roply to the said charges they did not offer any explanation to 
the actual charges made . That the order of suspension passed by the management 
on these workmen , Raghubar and Suchin was on proper consideration of the facta 
and circumstances for maintenanco of disciplino, and in the interest of the well-being 
of the other workers and in smooth working of the colliory . The management says 
that the company requested tho Conciliation Officer to enquire into tho matter and 
pass necessary orders with regard to tho Aotion taken by the company. The Conci 
liation Officer passed on the cage to tho Rogional Labour Commissioner ( C ), Dhanbad . 
who held an enquiry but did not give any docision . He asked the Union and the 
management to arrivo nt a sottlement The Union Progident and tho Chiof Mining 
Engineer met on 29th October 1948 , discussed the caso and could not arrive at any 
agreed conclusion Tho management therefore in view of the gravity of the offence 
dismissed those two workmen on 8th November 1948 . The company practically 
denion the fact it was a oase of victimisation . As a matter of foot , thoy submit 
that this action was taken in the interest of discipline and prevention of any viola 
tion of the Mines Act Rules and Regulations . 

5 . The management examined some witnesses in support of their case . Shri 
S . Rakshit, Agont of tho Laikdih Deop Colliery , Shri P . C . Roy , Assistant Manager , 
Laikdih Deep Colliery and Mr. W . J . Jameson , Chief Personnol Officer of the monage 
ment were examined and their Hvidence recorded in full. These witnesses were 
examined on 21st June 1951. On 22nd June two more witnesses namely Shri 
S M . Desaiand Shri S . K . Baru , Assistant Accountants of tho Chief Mining Engineer s 
Office were examined The Union did not roamino any witnosses but thov contented 
themsolres hy cross - examining tlla witnogses of the management and filing some 
documents . 

6 . I shall now take the issues one after another. 
Issue No. 1 Whether the digmisauls of Monsrs . Sachin Mukherjee and Raghu 

bar Prasad were enges of victimisation : 
The chief point that has to be considered is whether on the morning of 6th 
September 1948 the incident took place in the manner allegod hy the monogement 
and whether Sachin and Rughubar wero guilty of the charges framerl against them , 
The incident took place such a long timo ago that meroosal stntement unsupported 
by any documents should be accepted with caution . Now tho charges framed 
against the workorg wore as follows : 
“ ) . You have incited tho employees of Caildlih Deep Collicry to hebavo in 

a riotons and disorderly mannor and also hohavod in the simjlar manner 

yourselves ( Violation under 10 (h ), Appendix A of C . B . A .] 
You have instigated nauding dowi of mon down the mine who had not 

heen identified properly whuh hur Jead to maintenance of incorrect 
register of persons who worked in the mine in the first shift" of 6th 

instant . (Violation under the Mines Act Rules and Byo -laws.) 
:) . You havo been a party to criminal intimidation of the lamp cabin staff on 

duty at that time in order to force thom to issue lamps without proper 
identification of persona to whom lampe were issued in that shift 
and thereby foreing them to contratone the provisions of the Indian 

Mines Aot. " 
They were asked to submit their explanation within 24 hours . 

7 . Thoroply to the above churgos happens to be Ex . A3 by Raghubar Prasad and 
Ex A4 by Sachin Mukherjee Gonerally speaking they say that they were not 
raponsible for what too } placo on the morning of 6th September 1948 . There 
in a nota by Shri Rialahit on the top of these pyplanutions. Both explanations are 
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dated 8th September 1948 . Ex. A5 is a report of the Agent to the ( hief Mining 
Enginoor about the incident of the flth instant , and the order of suspension as already 
mentioned was passed on Ilth September 1948 and that order is Appendix A to 
the written statement of the Union , On 16th September 1948 two Demi- official 
letters were sent by Conciliation Officer to the Chief Personnel Officer of the manage 
mont. Ex . AB is the forwarding letter and Ex . A7 is a sort of report which dem 
cribes the incident that took place in a mooting between the workers , Chief Mining 
Engineer and a Deputy Magistrate of Dhanbad . One thing is important in this 
report and that is that on persuasion by the Deputy Magistrato tho workers took 
back the identification discs . The representatives of the Union , Sachin and Raghubar 
promised that there would be no trouble with regard to jblue of lamps and disch 
jo future . Ex . A8 is a note by the Inspector of Mines to Shri Rakshit the Agent of 
the colliery . Ex . A9 is a letter dated 29th September by which tho Conciliation 
Officer referred the matter to the Regional Labour Commissionor. Ex. A10 in the 
ox er of dismisba ), dated 5th November 1948 , passed by the C . M . E . 

8 . One can get an idea of the incident that took place on the morning of 6th 
September 1948 from the statement of the witnesses as well as the various documenta 
which came into existence near about the time of occurrence . Shri Rakshit , the 
Acent supports by his statement before the Tribunal his report Ex , A2 . Shri Rov . 
the Manager was examined by the Regional Labour Commissioner on 21st October 
1948 and his statement before the Tribunal is on tho same linca . Mr. J . Jameson in 
his statement before the Tribunal supporto his report Ex. C , dated the 8th September 
1948 . I see no reason to disbelieve the evidence of those witnesses . 

9 . It appears that the workers wont in a body shouting slogans and throw 
identity disce whore the Agent was standing and then they wanted to force the lamp 
clerks to jøgue lampe without the discs. In theso transactiong Sachin and Raghubar 
took a prominent part . It is true that they are offioe bearers of the Union but an 
office bearer of the Union is not immune from any disciplinary action being taken 
against bim simply becauso he is an officer of the Union . There is one thing I notioe 
that the fact that discs wore thrown in tho morning is to a certain cxtent corrobor 
ated by certain statoments in the crOgg - examination of Shri Rakshit . The question 
was liko thie . At 3 P .M . on the date of courrenco did these two discharged work 
men help the management in re - distributing the discs and Accopted the disce ? 
The answer was that thoy helped the magistrate in re -distributing the discs . At the 
timo this occurrence took place the standing orders that wero followed in the 
oolliery were as laid down in the C . B . A . draft standing orders which is Appendir 
* A of that award . In Appendix A of that award we find in para 10 (h ) — 
“ riotous or digorderly behaviour in the colliery or any act subversive of 

discipline " 
comes within the description of mişconduct for which an employee may be punished 
by yuspension , finc or dismissal. On thego materials I am of opinion that the dis 
missal of these two persons Sachin Mukherjee and Raghubar Prasad was not a care 
of victimisation . 

10 . The next iggue is whether they should be reinstated in their former employ . 
ment. It appears to me from the nature of some pieces of evidence that have been 
brought on the record that the punishment of dismissal is rather a severo one. It 
appears from the evidence of Shri P . C . Roy that when the workors in a body led 

w Sachin and Raghubar came to the office Raghubar gaid “ Apna Sawal Bolo " 
that is to suv he did not want to take the responsibility of narrating the grievances 
of workers upon himself . Wo also find from the evidence of Shri Rakshit which 
I have quoted earlier that Sachin and Raghubar helped the magistrate when he 
came there to collect the digos and in re -distributing them . Both these workmen 
promised that no further trouble would arise about the disc system . One important 
piece of correspondence may also be referred to and that is Ex . C which is a note bv 
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Mr. Jameson in which he recommends that Raghubar should be reinstated in order 
to produce good foelings between the workmon and the management. The reason 
why he did not rocommond the re-appointment of Sachin was that becaugo it 
might show woakness on the part of the managoment and also because he hud somo 
provious history unoonnected with the incident of tho 6th Soptembor 1948 which 
he thought was against him . The Tribunal is oonoorncd chicfly with what took 
place on the date of ooourronce (0 - 9 - 1948 ) and whioh ultimately led to this reference . 


11 . Iam of opinion that Sachin Mukherjee And Raghubar Prasad were dismissed 
because they wero laadors of the incidont. Laadors have very often to follow and 
therefore in the heat of the moment thoy did not realige the gravity of what was 
being done on the morning of th Septomber 1948 but later on at least bofore the 
Magistrate they promised thut no further trouble would arise . I think that these 
two workmon should be roinstated within a month of the publication of this award . 
I caonot rocommand paymont of thoir wages for tho period betwoon the dato of 
suspension and the date of re - instatomont because I have alrody held that thoir 
conduot was subvorsivo of discipline and tho management had to tako some steps 
in the matter. 
I therefore give my ward in term , aforesaid .

This is an application under Section 33 % of the Industrial Disputes (Amend 
ment) Aot, 19.30 urigin : out of Referonoe No . 7 of 1950 of this Tribuual. The 
Appliogtion is on behalf of tho Goneral Secretary of the Chotanagpur Coalfield 
Workors Union , Kargali . The first application was made on 6th April 1951 and 
the gioond application wis mud ) on 1:5th April 1951 . In the first appligation thu 
complaint is that six mighis ---( 1)Bifuti MIN (2 ) Juiram Bishram , (3 ) Rindas Singl 


7 . Kargali. The firGeneral Secretary 6 950 of this Tribun (Armeno 
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(4 ) Ambiku Singh , (5 ) Ramdeo Petlak , (6 ) Jadınandun Duboy — were dis 
missed on 9th March by the Raising Contractor Shri N . P . Singh in connivènce 
with the colliery officers and this was done during the pondency of Reference No. 7 
of 1950 of this Tribunal. The notification in that Reference was issued on 17th 
October 1950 and the award was published on 3rd April 1951. Thoy also complained 
in their second application that a Munshi was promoted as Miners Sirdur giving 
him half the labourers of Sirdar Gulab Chaubey , and two clipmen Sobhani and 
Sumali of the same contructor were discharged and on representation they were rein 
stuted but not paid for the period they sat down . Shri Gopeswar Prasad was 
Buspended for a period of 11 days and has not been paid for that period . Shri 
N . R . Coswami the huadolork of the Superintondent of Collierios , Kargali, has 
been reverted and appointed as Munuger s Headclerk of Swang Coliery without 
giving any reusons . 


2 . So far as the dismissal of six munglis is convorned it will be noted that even 
in their complaint the Union says that they were dismissed by Shri N . P . Singh , 
Contractor . The rosponsibility of the management is supposed to urige by the 
connivance of tho managoment in this matter. The management on the other 
hand alleges that the six mynshis wero under the labour contractors and according 
to the terms of the agreemont between the contractor and the management their 
servicos vould be terminated by the contractor and moreover the contractor was not 
a party to the dispute in Roforence No. 7 of 1950 that was pending before this 
Tribunal, 


3 . The first question thut urines for consideration is whether thomenagoment 
is the employer of the six munshis who were dischargod or of Sirdar Gulub Chaubey 
or of the two clipmon . There is an admission by tho Union that the munghis , and 
tho Sirdar and the Clipmon woro omployed under ShiiN . P . Singh and they wero dis 
charged or their condition of service changed by him , Looking at para 2 of the 
Agreement betwoon the contructor and the management it will appear that the con 
tractor appoints his own labour and supervisos the work of his labour ovor which 
the munagement has no direct control and the managoment by ugroement with 
the contractor decides , settles or directs , what work should be done. The 
manner or mode of work rest with the contractor. But omployment , payment of 
wages , the manner of execution of work , or discharge or dismissal of the contrac 
tor s labour is under tho direct control of the contractor. There is no relation 
ship of employer and employees botween the management and the labourers of the 
contract , That being the position a dismissal or change in conditions of service 
of some of the workers undor the contractor cannot be said to attract the provi 
sions of Section 33A of tho Industrial Disputos (Amendment) Act, 1950. In this 
connection reference may be made to Labour Law Journal , December 1950 , page 
1235 . It is practically admitted by the Union that servico conditions of Gulab 
Chauboy and tho non -payment of wugos to clipmen were dono by tho contractor, 
Naturally thoroforo tho inanngement is not responsible in any way . So far as 
tho sorvioe oonditions of Gulab Chauboy is concordiad it will be seen that his service 
conditions were not changed in any way because beforo April 1980 the commis 
sion payable to Gulab Chauboy was half of the commission and it was paid to 
Radha Mohan Singh as his wagos . After April 1950 the labourers were divided half 
and half and tho ration cards of the labourors under Gulab Chauboy wore correct 
ed by the colliery in November 1950 . 

4 . In my opinion so far us tho case of the six munshis and other persons named 
in the applicution by the Union exccpt Goswami, do not como within themischiof 
of section 33A of the Inxlustrial Disputes Aot . 

5 . So fur as the ouse of Shri N R . Goswami is concerned it appears from the 
statement of themanagemont that he was a Superintendent s clerk and for sometime 
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offiointing us tho Superintendent s Headclerk till a permanent arrungoment would be 
mado. The Headolerks in tho colliory offioen filod appeals before the manugement 
objecting to Shri N . R . Goswami continuing as officiating Hendolerk of the 
Superintendont a offico who as Superintendent s clerk was junior to inozi All. A 
committoe was set 10 who after considering the sonority and efficiency in service 
of various pousons eligible for the post gave the decision in October 1950 , and Shri 
R . 0 . Ghosh was uppointed as Headclerk in the Superintendont s office . Shri 
N . R . Goswamihowever was appointod an Headclerk in the Swing Colliory , under 
better conditions than those available in his substantive post . In the case of 
Shri Goswami it is not a case of discharge or punishmont by dismissal or ot_ erwise . 
If at all it may be i vase of alteration of his conditions of service. But I am 
doubtful if the alteration in tho condition of his sorvico in to the prejudice of Goswami 
whon be hus got a better substantive post than ho originally held . I am afraid 
that there is no merit in those applications and I thorefore give my award that no 
interferenoe by the Tribunal is called for . 

6 . Before ] close this award I may mention that the Union insisted upon tho 
produution of certain number of ration cards some of which havo boon produced 
The production of these ration Garde doos not help them in any way for the purpose 
of deciding whether these workors who hold the cards wore tho management s em 
ployees or contructors employees becHuse according to the terms of the agreement 
the contractors workers are also entitled to ratioun . 
I thorofore give my awird in terms aforesaid .

AWARD 
By notifioation No. LR - 2 (237) dated 12th Fobruary 1951 the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Labour referred this dispute to this Tribunal in the 
following terms : 
" Whereas an industrial dispute has arison betweon the management of the 

Angarpathra Colliery and their workmon in respect of supply of rice 
al controlled rate ; 
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And whereas the Central Government considors it desirable to refer the dis 

pute for adjudication ; 
Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c ) of sub - doc 

tion (1 ) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Aot 1947 ( XIV of 
°47 ) the Central Government is pleased to refer the said deiputo 
for adjudication , to the Central Government Industriel Tribunal at 
Dhanbad , constituted under Section 7 of the said Aot " . 


2 . In order to understand the case it is necossary to give a few facto . On 
4th Ootober 1950 the General Secrotary of tho National Angarpathra Jogta Union 
served a notice on the management with 14 demands and threatened to go on 
strike unless a settlement was arrived at . The domand that is important for the 
purposes of this case is demand No . 2 by which they wanted that dal und rice 
must be supplied to the workers at the concession rate . Conciliation was taken 
up by the Conciliation Officer but the workors went on strike on 18th December 
1050 which was ultimately cullod off on 31st January 1961 . It may be men 
tioned in passing that the management had applied to the Regional Labour Com 
missioner for the declaration of the striko us illogal. The conciliation proceedinge 
before the Regional Labour Commissioner evidently failed becau80 on 15th January 
ho put in his order shoot that the conoiliation had failed and that he was gending a 
roport to the Chief Lubour Commissioner reporting the failure of conciliation . On 
29th January 1951 an agreement was entered into between the management and 
Janab I. H . Khan representing the workers which has been signed by the Manag 
ing Agent , National Coal Co. Ltd ., Angupathra , for the management , and Janab 
I . H , Khan as the General Secretary of the National Coal Co., Ltd . Workers Union 
and below these two signatures I find a note by the Labour Inspootor (Central ), 
Katrangarh , Janab Syed Safdar Imajn and the note runs as follows : 
" The parties havo mutually arrived at this agreement in order to end the 

strike and huvo signed the agreement in my presence " , 


I am attaching the memorandum of settloment (Ex. A of this Tribunal) as 
Appendix A to this award because its contenta Hre of great importance . The 
first item of agreement runs as follows : 
" (1 ) The management taking very sympathetio attitudo agrees to give the 

workers and staff of the colliery rice ax A . & per beer as a conoodsion 
rate from the date of this agreement. The quantity of rice will be 
given to the workers and staff for a period of six months at promont. 
The concession rato at As , 6 per noer will continue subject to any 

change as per majority of like collieries in the field in futuro " . 
I need not quote the other portions of the agreement because the Reforenco 
before me is with regard to supply of rice at controlled rate ." 

3 . The written statement filed by tho workers and signed by the General 
Secretary of the Union Janab I. H . Khan is as follows : 
" ]. That the employers of the Angarpathra Colliery in disregard of th• 

Standing Custom of the Coal Industry and the Standing Orders 
of the Ministry of Labour and an agreement arrived at in the C . B . 
Award had been supplying rice to the workers at the rate of -/ 9 /6 

per soor . 
2 . That they have recently began Sio (begun ) to supply rice at the rate of 

-16 /- per seer which is also higher than the customary rate of -/ 5, 

per soor . 
3 . That the workers are entitled to get rice at the rate of - 15 / - per boer and 

they are also ontitled to get with retrospective effect a refund of the 
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excole gum paid from the year 1943 when from the supply of rice at 

concession rate began in the industry ” . 
4 . The management on the other hand contended that they were supplying 
rice to workmen at the controlled price fixed by the Government . As a member of 
the Indian Mining Federation they used to get gupply of different kinds of rico from 
the Joint Pool at the controllod rates fixed by the Government . The management 
supply tho game to the workers at that rate . They also submitted that from the 
year 1946 to August 1950 the management was supplying rioc at rates varying from 
As, 5 to As. 8 / 3 ugeer as per controlled rate and at As. 7 for fine or superfine varieties 
during some period . From September 1950 tho Joint Pool was supplying only fine 
and superfine Arwa ride at very high rate . Thereforo when the managemont offered 
to sell that type of rice at As . 9 por seer to the workers , some of them accepted and 
some of them did not accept it . There was an agreement on 25th October 1950 
before the Conciliation Officer to the effoct that rice should be supplied at the usual 
rate fixed by the Government, and then when the workers went on strike on 18th 
December 1960 an agreement was arrived at on 29th January 1951 as already mon 
tioned . 

5 . It will appear from the facts stated above that tho Regional Labour Com 
mimbioner reported failure of conciliation on 16th January 1961 and the Notification 
by the Ministry of Labour in this Reference is dated 12th February 1951 . In betweon 
these two dates that is on 29th January 195 ] this Agreement Appendix A to this 
Hward was arrived at between the parties . The line of argument adopted by Janab 
1 . H , Khan is that the workers oume to this agreoment because they were undergoing 
great hardship and that this agreeinent should be set aside . Moreover , ho says that 
in the neighbouring colleries rice is being sold at the rate of Ag. 5 a neer . In 
support of his argument he has oxamined Brijnandan Prasad , r teacher connected 
with the Jogta Colliery , Mundu Passi, a minor and Ugra Singh and Rupan Mian , 
Trolloymen Sirdary. It will be noticed that even in the reply filed hy the Union the 
names of the last three of these witnesses were left blank and only the name of 
Brijnandan Prasad was mentioned . Moreover , in cross -examination it trangpired 
that none of those witnessos had brought their ration cards in support of their stato 
ment namely that they wore getting rico at As. 5 per neer . These witnodnes only 
believe with regard to the rato at which rice ia boing supplied at different collierios 
but they do not in any way allege that betworn the period 29th January 1951 and 
29th Junio 1951 when they were examined , there was any change of ciroumstances 
which would call for an interference with tho terms of the agrooment arrived at 
between the parties by the dooumont appendix A Shri Upondra Nath Paul, 
Manager , who has been examined for the management says that different collierjok 
supply rice at different rates . 

6 . To spite of the stronuous wrgument of Janah I. H . Khan who argued for the 
workers although Shri B . P . Sinha was present for sometime, I do not see how the 
torms of the agrooment arrived at on 29th January 196 ) can be modified . It was 
signed by both partios in the presence of a very important officer. If they were 
aggrieved by any of the terms of the agreement thon and there it ought to have been 
brought to the notico of the propor authorities . Nothing of tho kind was done . 
After signing of this agreement the workers resumod their work . In the absonce of 
any documentary evidence it is very difficult to say that it has been established that 
the general rate in the neighbouring collieries is Ae, 5 per seer . The management 
given ono version and the workorn anothor, I think under the circumstances I see 
no reason to givo my award modifying the greement that was arrived at between 
the parties on 29th January 195 ). 
I thorefore give my award in terms nforesaid ,

This is an agreement onterol botweon Nationnl Coal Company Ltd , heiem 
ufter called the employor and Shii I . H . Khan , herein after called the Labour Leader 
of the workors , this 29th day of January 1951 , where is on or about the 4th October 
1950, the lubourers of thy colliory under Shri L . H . Klan , brought a complain against 
the company to icclong their cortain alleged grievances and where as with reference 
to the aforesaid notice tho Conciliation Officer , Dhanbul, colivened a mecting of the 
parties and wheroin certain settlement Win arrived at and the parties accopted by 
affixing therein signatures and whereas in tho aforesaid ineeting labour Jouder 
brought forth an oral complain against the company for dinamisal of four workers 
of the compuny and whereas the Conciliation Officer , asked the parties to meet 
again on the 30th October, 1960 , for investigation and requested the company to 
pay the wages of the aforesaid four clismissed persons in the meantime and whereas 
the aforesaid Conciliation ( oud not take place owing to the absence of the Con 
( iljation Oflicor , and whereas the labourers of the colliery in a body loſt their work 
on the 18th Decembe , 1950 and whereas this strike continued uptill today and 
whoreus to put an end of the striko at the kind intervention of Shri S . S . Imam , 
Labour Inspector ( Central), Katrangurh , the following agreement have beon arrived 
At and is being insorted u follows : 

( 1 ) Tho Management taking very sympathetic attitudo agrees to givo the 
workers and staff of the colliory rice alt - /6 /- per Rear as a concensional rate from the 
cato of this agreement. The quantity of rice will bo given to the workers and staff 
for a poriod of six monthy at present . The concersion inte at, - /6 /- per seer will con 
tinue subjort to any change Ar por majority of like colliories in tho field in future . 

( 2 ) The workors who are on strika from 18 -12- 50 shall resume work as and 
when requircil. The strike has been called off hy tho worked and staffs of the 
colliery from the date and timo this agreement is signed by the parties . 

(3 ) The management will endeavour to provide the workers and staffs as far 
246 possible on somo alternate job at present as working places duo to inundation of 
the mine aro not uvailable nnd for scmo timo more will not be availablo . As far as 
possible all workors will be given works except in case of lino mistry , Sukhdeo who 
cannot be provided with the job it the moment . Ho will be provided whon the 
colliory reanimo full working an the service of 12 lina mistry will be required . In 
the moantiine the lino mistry may work in other colliory , in the inanagement is 
unable to give him any Alternato job . 

(4 ) Nandi Kumar , ex -black - smith who was discharged by the manugement 
on 14 - 10 - 1950 , on ho was surplus to tho requiroment will not be reinstated by the 
Management , but he will be paid R «. 60 as full and final settlemont of his dues, on 
his vacating the quarter under his occupation . 

(5 ) Lukhut Bauri , ex -ovorman Ramkhelawan , or -hammerman und Biffan , 
CX -mazdoor will be reinstated 18 soon un possiblo by the Management as a matter of 
favour and they will ho puid ono week normal rato of wages only for the entire 
period up to dato . This one week s wages has been given by the Manugement only 
in ordor to help them . 

(6 ) Tho question of legality or othorwise of the strike which is sponding will 
ho decided in the usual course by the Regional Labour Commissioner , or other 
competent authorities . The partich will be bound by the decisions with all legal 
consequench . 

( 7 ) The Union undertakes to implement or cnuse to bo implementod or carry 
out or cause to be carriert out all hova terms of tho agreement affecting the work . 
men . 
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(8 ) The parties to this agroement will be bound by end respongible to imple 
ment the above terms of the agronment. Any party volating or failing to imple 
ment any of the above torms this Memorandum of Agroement will be null and 
void .
